AS any one thought of the magniture of the junk business 
H in Europe after the war? There have been squibs and 
comie drawings about it, but how much serious considera- 
tion has it received? Last year, in these United States of 
America, $140,000,000 was paid for scrap iron. This is a big and 
wasteful country, but it can not be using up metal at more than 
a fraction of the rate prevailing in the war zone. Thousands of 
tons of iron, not to mention copper, brass and lead, have been shot 
away at each of many narrow strips of the battle line. 

The top soil in the salient of Ypres, on the line north of Arras, 
on the Somme front, and above all at Verdun, must be so saturated 
with metal as to be a sort of artificial ore. Surely in the bitter 
poverty which will be Europe’s portion when she is through with 
war lords, that resource will not be forgotten. 

For that matter it may be that Europe’s workers will turn 


thrones and crowns into ‘‘scrap,’’ too. 
T foreign lemons have been lower than the average of the last 
five years. In the fall of 1915, war conditions abroad inter- 
fered with the regular movement of the Italian crop. During the 
year ending June 30, 1916, 2,250,000 boxes of lemons were imported 
into the United States. Because of the lack of regular steamship 
service foreign shipments oceasionally arrived in bad condition 
and exerted a demoralizing influence on the eastern lemon market. 
In normal times Italy exports the equivalent of 20,000 carloads of 
lemons, 30 per cent of which come to the United States. Italian 
fruit is grown at one-third the cost of producing California lemons; 
the packing cost is approximately three-fourths the cost of packing 
California lemons; and the freight rate on a box of California 
lemons to New York is approximately two and one-third times the 
cost of freight from Palermo to the same port. When trade rela- 
tions between the United States and foreign countries are again 
normal, the California lemon grower may expect a more severe 
competition with Italian lemons than ever before and the industry 
should have a full realization of this condition. The growers and 
shippers should carefully study cultural and’ distributing methods 
so that the state may have no handieap in the quality of its fruit, 
the character of the pack, the distribution of the product, or in the 
relation of the industry to the consumer and to the trade of the 
country.”’
